Area. — 247  acres  of  land  ;  3  acres  of  water. 

Climate. — Mild.  Prevailing  wind,  S.W. 

Population. — 2,065. 

Rateable  Value. — id.  Rate  on  Ordinary  Rating  Value,  ^63. 

The  Chief  Occupation. — Most  of  the  workers  are  employed  at  the  Clay 
Works,  R.N.  Cordite  Factory,  and  the  Pottery  Works. 

Amount  of  Poor  Law  Relief. — Remains  much  about  the  same. 

Hospitals  provided  or  subsidised  by  the  Local  Authority. 

Tuberculosis  Cases. — Attend  the  Poole  Clinic;  other  cases  are  removed  to 
Nirvana  Home. 

Maternity  Cases  are  attended  by  a  qualified  midwife. 

Fever  Cases  are  removed  to  Isolation  Hospital  at  Poole. 


Ambulance  Facilities. — Nil. 

Nursing. — We  have  one  qualified  Nurse  supplied  by  the  County  Association, 
and  one  qualified  Midwife,  both  doing  very  good  work. 

Water  Supply. — Continues  to  be  most  satisfactory,  both  in  quality  and 
quantity. 

River,  Streams. — A  certain  amount  of  pollution  is  taking  place  in  the  North 
River;  letters  have  been  writtetfto  those  committing  the  nuisance  to  abate  it  at 
once. 

Drainage,  Sewerage. — We  have  n*  proper  system  of  drainage. 

Closet  Accommodation. — Privies  are  being  abolished  whenever  opportunities 
occur,  and  earth  closets  erected,  we  have  now  469  bucket  closets,  39  water  closets, 
18  privy  vaults. 

Scavenging. — Removal  and  disposal  of  Town  refuse.  A  man  and  cart  are 
employed  by  the  Council  to  dispose  of  all  refuse,  which  is  taken  out  of  the  Borough 
daily.

Slaughter  Houses. —  There  are  four  licensed  slaughter  houses  in  the 
Borough,  all  found  to  be  satisfactory. 
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Cowsheds  and  Dairies. — We  have  only  two  dairymen  on  the  register,  most  of 
the  milk  coming  from  outside  the  town. 

Housing. — The  Council  have  erected  14  houses  during  the  year,  and  8  have 
been  erected  by  private  persons,  making  a  total  of  22  houses.  We  still  have  a 
shortage  of  Cottages  for  the  requirements,  but  understand  fresh  cottages  are  to  be 
built  by  private  enterprise. 

Bake-Houses. — There  is  only  one  bake-house  in  the  Borough,  which  is 
satisfactory. 

Schools. — I  should  suggest  more  frequent  washing  of  the  floors  with  a 
disinfectant,  and  that  all  desks  and  forms  should  be  thoroughly  washed  several 
times  during  the  term.

cerebral  haemorrhage, 
congenital  debility, 
pneumonia, 
other  defined  diseases. 

Births. — The  number  of  births  during  the  year  was  54,  giving  a  birth  rate  of 
26.3  per  1,000  births  registered. 

Infant  Mortality. — Two  deaths  occurred  under  this  heading,  giving  a  rate  of 
37.2  par  1,000  births  registered. 

Notifications  under  Infectious  Diseases  Act. — I  have  only  received  one 
notification  under  this  heading,  a  case  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis. 

The  general  health  of  the  Town  has  been  satisfactory,  with  the  exception  of  a 
bad  form  of  measles,  which  started  before  Christmas.
